FOXY JAPS. 


They Accept the Oifer 


Arbitration 


And Express a Purpose to Send 
Warships to Hawaii. 


State Department not Inclined to 
| Countenance This. 


Ex-Consul General Mills Says People 

* are Rejoicing at the Prospect of 
Annexation — They Expect Con- 
gress Will Act This Fall. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, July 30.—The Jap- 
anese government has accepted the of- 
fer of Hawaii to arbitrate the dispute 
between the two countriés. The sub- 
ject of arbitration will include not only 
the difficulty over the landing of Jap- 
anese immigrants, but will also include 
other disagreements between them, the 
most important being the sake tax im- 
posed upon liquor largely imported and 
consumed by Japanese in Hawaii. 

When the officials of the State De- 
partment were informed of the offer 
and acceptance of arbitration, the sec- 
retary of the Japanese legation was 
notified that until the annexation 


| treaty was concluded the United States 


would not assume authority.in the mat- 
ter, and that the present dispute must 
be considered as between Japan and 
Hawaii. The secretary said he was 
glad to hear such was the position of 


the United States, as it would permit 


Japan to send two or three warships 
to Hawaii pending final action on the 
arbitration treaty. 

This interpretation rather surprised 
the State Department officials, who an- 


swered that the United States would 


consider the matter in a different light, 
and intimated that the non-interference 
of the United States in the one case 


could not be construed as passive ac- 


ceptance of the latter position. 


HOPEFUL HAWAIIANS. 


They Expect Congress to Take Fa- 
vorable Action This Fall. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 30.—Ellis 
Mills, the retired Consul-General at 
Honolulu, arrived from the islands on 
the steamer Alameda. Mr. Mills was 
succeeded by William Hayward, and 
with his wife he is now on his way 
back to his home in Virginia. 

Speaking of political affairs in the 
islands, Mr. Mills said: “Annexation 
is now regarded universally by the peo- 
ple of Hawaii as a certainty. The en- 
thusiasm over this annexation move- 
ment is more intense now, if such a 
thing be possible, than it has ever been 
before, and almost everybody has an 
abiding faith in the happy result that 
they all wish for and anticipate. It is 
confidently -expected that the whole 


matter will be mottled when Congress 
meets this fall.” 


NATURAL AND INEVITABLE. 


What Foreigners Think of Annexa- 
tion According to Mr. Foster. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. } 
LONUON, July 30.—[By Atlantic (a- 
vle.] John W. Foster, the United 
States special commissioner on the seal- 
ing question, will sail for New York 
by the steamship St. Louis ‘rom 
Southampton. In the course of an in- 
terview with the currespondent of the 
Associated Press today Mr. Foster said: 

‘“‘Wherever I have been, at St. Pe- 
tersburg, Berlin,. Paris or here in Lon- 
aon, I have been received in the most 
cordial manner. Whatever may be the 
feeling in the United States anent the 
reported antagonism to our govern- 
ment displayed by foreign powers, I 
have seen nothing of it. Everywhere 
I have had evidence that the foreign 
governments are willing to meet any 
question raised by the United States.in 
the spirit of the utmost frankness a;.d 
open-mindedness. Pérhaps it is need- 
less for me to say that this is inost 
gratifying to me officially and in my! 
private capacity. 

“The British government. has agreed 
to accept our proposition for a sealing 
conference. 1 am now returning to 
make an immediate report to President 
McKinley. I have had long and fairly 
candid conferences with Mr. Chamber- 
lain, and last Sunday I passed the day 
with Sir Richard Webster, the Attor- 
ney-General, who is the adviser of the 
British government on points of law in- 
volved. My statements met with the 
and most impartial considera- 
tion. 

“As to the Hawaiian question I may 
say, that in London, Paris, Berlin and 
St. Petersburg I have had ample op- 
portunity to ascertain the prevailing 
sentiment in political and commercial 
In all these capitals annexa- 
tion is only regarded as the naiu-al if 
not the inevitable result of the large 
growth and expansion of the United 
States on the western coast of Amer- 


ica, 


“As it could not be expected,” con- 
tinued Ex-Secretary.Foster, ‘that any 
other foreign power would be permitted 


to occupy the islands, owing to their 
strategic importance, the proposed an- 


nexation must be acquiesced in by the 
European governments, and the posi- 
tion which it would give the United 


States in the Pacific would not be wel- 


comed by nations seeking supremacy 


in that quarter of the world. 


“My personal views on the question 
are well known in the United States. 
Nevertheless it is extremely gratifying 
that the necessary expansion of the 
United States will not be the cause 
of European difficulties, and is appre- 


ciated ag the logical outcome of Amer- 
ican. destiny.’

A MEXICAN EL DORADO. 


Californt Prospectors Getting Rich 
in the Yaqui Country, 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

HERMOSILLO (Mex.,) July 30.—Af- 
ter a long wait the party of California 
prospectors who two years ago went 
into the Yaqui Indian country west of 
here and. discovered rich gold placers 
on Batepilo River have secured title to 
the property and begun work. Four 
members of the party have already 
taken out $140,000 worth of gold. 

News of the bonanza has just reached 
here, and there will be a big rush to 
the new ElDorado. The country is some- 
what difficult of access by the moun- 
tain route, but can easily be reached 
from the-eoast by going up the Yaqui 
and Batepilo Rivers by boat. 


STRUCK HIS SUPERIOR. 


THE SON OF AN

IN GERMANY. 


Alfred Wessling Drafted 
Army While Visiting the Old 
3 Country—Assaulted by aSergeant 
He Retarns the Blow—Diplo- 
matic Complications, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
-BERLIN, July 30.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Ambassador White is giving 
close attention to a matter which 
promises to-.involve some diplomatic 
complications. It is the case of Alfred 


Wessling, son of a naturalized Ameri-, 


can citizen, Charles Wessling of New 
York. Young Wessling, while visiting 
Germany last spring, Was drafted into 
the German army. He protested and 
proved that he had made a formal 
declaration of intention to become a 
citizen of the United States, although 
the naturalization had not been per- 
fected. The protest was absolutely ig- 
nored, and he was enrolled in the 
Seventy-fourth Regiment, stationed in 
Hanover. 

Recently. for a petty offense, that 
of chaffing, he was struck a violent 
blow by a sergeant. Enraged by. the 
injustice, young Wesshng felled his 
tormenter to the ground and filed. 
Late at night he reached the United 
States Consulate in the city of Han- 
over, completely fagged out and half- 
starved. United States Consul Crane 
persuaded him to surrender to the au- 
thori.ies, and ke is now awaiting trial 
on a charge of assaulting a superior. 

This offense is punishbale in war 
times by summary execution and in 
times of peace by several years’ im- 
prisonment. Atnbassador White is en- 
deavoring to se ure release. 


TUPPER’S IDEAS. 


How He Would Do Business With 
the Northern Country. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WILKE.) 

LONDON, July 30.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Daily News this mornin 
ysublishes the report of an. intetvi 
with Sir Charles Tupper, in which the 
ex-Canadian Premier said French- 
Canadian loyalty to Great Britain was 
largely due to the knowledge that the 
annexation of Canada’ to the United 
States would result in the abolition of 
their privileges as to laws, language 
and religion under the Quebec act. 

Dilating upon the benefits of federa- 
tion, Sir Charles said he regarded Sir } 
Wilfred Laurier’s plan for the forma- 
tion of a great imperial Parliament as 
hopelessly behind the times and impos- 
sible of success, because such a body 
must include in its powers the right 
of taxation for imperial purposes. 
Therefore its membership must be 
framed somewhat upon a population 
basis, which would mean that in a few 
years the people of these colonies would 
utterly swamp the voice of England, 
who would never submit thereto. Sec- 
ondly, the colonies would never submit 
to a surrender of their autonomy, nor 
would. they hand over a large part of 
their: powers to a body thousands of 
miles away. 

idea,” continued Sir Charles, ‘“‘is 
that framed by the Ottawa conference 
and afterward supported by Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain of preferential] 
trade within the empire. Under a 10 
per cent. duty on corn and meat, Can- 
ada would supply England with all she 
needs. I believe England would restore 
the duty on corn, and the operatives 
would be the most ardent suvporters 
of the plan, seeing that thereby they 
would enjoy to a great extent the 
great colonial market. I regard Sir 
Wilfred Laurier’s preferential] tariff as 
an absurd scheme, altogether misun- 
derstood by the English press and the 
people. It is not preferential to Eng- 
land over other 
present treaties, England cannot ac- 
cept. The offer, now that it cannot be 
accepted, seems to me an insult rather 
than a compliment. 

“The Canadian Ministry’s course. in 
declining to be bound by the Belgian 
and German treaties is little less than 
a declaration of independence. It has 
been already proved that the colonies 
are bound by those treaties. Had Sir 
Wilfred Laurier offered England prefer- 
ential trade on reciprocal terms after 
the denunciation of the treaties, I be- 
lieve that England would have ac- 
cepted. At any rate, Sir Wilfred would 
have kept his pledges and have gained 
great credit.’ 

— In conclusion, Sir Charles Tupper de- 
clared that under a low tariff -Canada 
nearly went into bankruptcy.

LONDON, July 30.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Chulalengkorn, King of Siam, 
arrived off Spithead this morning in the 
Siamese royal yacht Maha Charkkri 
with the royal suite and a large retinue 
of servants.

Rebels Attack Outposts 
Havana. 


Dynamite and Rapid-firing Guns 
are Employed. 


Several Spaniards Killed and 
Others Wounded. 


Weyler Absent from the City at the 
Time—Gen. Castillo Writes Ex- 
pressing Belief in Ultimate Vic- 
tory—Abuse of Reconcentrados, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
NEW YORK, July 30.—A dispatch 

to the Herald from Havana says: 
“Havana's outposts have again been 
attacked by a large body of rebels, 


who, before the Spanish troops could | 


be gathered to resist, had swept 
through the suburbs, carrying all be- 
fore them. They used, it is believed, 
rapid-firing guns, and a large quantity 
of dynamite. 

“The attack was made late last 
night. Today there is an inclination 
among the Spanish officials in Havana 
to deny the fact that 
evaded the forts and swept into Ha- 
vana limits. The facts, however, re- 
main. and the path left by the rebels 
through the suburbs southeast of the 
city may be plainly traced. 

“At the first sounds of firing last 
night, the Spanish soldiers in the cities 
and suburbs sprang to arms. They 
proceeded hurriedly to the southeastern 
part of the city, from where the rattle 
of-musketry, followed by the boom of 


heavy guns or dynamite, could be 
heard plainly all over Havana. Then 
the sound of firing increased, and 


finally, after a few hours, died away, 
showing that the rebels had retired. 

“Several wounded Spanish soldiers 
were brought into Havana ands re- 
moved to hospitals after the engage- 
ment and several were killed. .The ret- 
icence of Spanish officials prevents any 
knowledge of the result of the attack 
becoming general. It is a fact, how- 
ever, that great damage was done by 
the insurgents on their bold raid, and 
that a considerable quantity of dyna- 
mite was used. 

“There was great excitement in Ha- 
vana during the rebel attack. Hun- 
dreds, aroused by the heavy firing, 
poured into the streets and the word 
vassed along, ‘The rebels have attacked 
the city,’ created almost a panic in 
some quarters. There still great 
excitement here, due largely to the 
refusal of the officials to give out in- 
formation. 

“This attack on Havana was not un- 
fexpected. For weeks past the rebels 
have been within sight of the capital, 
and have practically moved without 
interference. The insurgent leaders 
near Havana are Brig.-Gen. Castillo, 
with a large force, at Mariano, nine 
miles southwest, and Col. Nestor Ar- 
angueren of Guanabacoa, across the 
bay. Gen. Alexander Rodriguez, 


rebels had‘: 


‘its 


rebel commander of Havana province, 
with a large force, is near Minar, and 
Col. Arango is at Colorado. 

“There is a belief\in Havana that the 
rebel raid was led by Arangueren, who 
is noted as one of the most daring of 
the rebel chiefs. Capt.-Gen. Weyler 
has left Havana for Matanzas, and the 
belief is expressed that knowledge by 
the insurgents of this intention on his 
part led to the attack. It is understood 
that large bodies of insurgents have 
recently crossed from Pinar del Rio 
and Matanzas, and that the rebels’ 
strength in this province has assumed 
formidable proportions. Quintin Ban- 
deras, with 800 men, is: among those 
who have come into the province from 
Matanzas.,”’ 

WHAT SPANIARDS ADMIT. 

HAVANA, July 30.—The officials deny 
the report that an attack was made 
upon the outposts of Havana Wednes-. 
day, and’ declare that there is no panic 
or unusual excitement in the city. 

They admit, however, that under 
cover of darkness on Wednesday night 
a band of insurgents attacked the out- 
skirts of the town of Mariano, about 
five miles from Havana, but declare 
the attacking forces did not use rapid- 
fire guns nor dynamite. The garrison, 
according to the official report of the 
engagement, made a successful defense, 
compelling the insurgents to retire 
with a loss of one killed.

~Togical Department of Canada has pre- 
pared a review of the conditions pre- 

Vailing in the Yukon as -bhased on offi- 

cial reports received from the station 
* Fort Constantine, which is within 
the gold district, The.repert-will be pub- 
issued by the Meteorological Depart- 
ment. It is interesting as showing that 
the reports of the miners are not ex- 
aggerated. It says: 

“Phe contingent of the Northwest 
mounted police which left for the Yu- 
kon in 1895 was supplied by the meteor- 
ological service with accurate thermom- 
eters, andin the following winter ob- 
servations were made by Staff Sergeant 
Hayne, who each day read’and set the 

 self-registering instruments at 9 a.m. 
Apparently the temperature first 
touched zero on November 10, and the 
last zero recorded in the spring was 
on April 20. Between December 19 and 
February 6, it never rose above zero. 
The lowest actual reading, 65, occurred 
on January 27, and on twenty-four days 
during-the winter the temperature was 
below 50 deg. 

“On March 12 it. first rose above the 
freezing point, but no continuous mild 
weather occurred until May 6, after 
which date the temperature during the 
balance of the month frequently rose 
above 60 deg. The Yukon River froze 
up October $8 and broke up on May 17. 
Forty-Mtle River broke up on May 11. 

“Few reliable observations have hith- 
erto been taken in this interesting re- 
gion, but some “years ago observa- 
tions taken at Fort Yukon showed an 
average January. temperature of 27 
deg. below zero; Weébruary, 26; March, 
11; April, 13; May, 41 deg: above zero; 
June, 53; July, 66;/August, 29; -Sep- 
tember, 29; Qotober,, 22; .November,.

MORE ABOUT CLIMATE. 

WASHINGTON, July 36.—Under the 
direction of Secretary of Agriculture 
Wilson, Chief Moore of the Weather 
Bureau has made public a statement in 
-regard to the climate of Alaska. Mr. 
Moore says: 

“The climate of the coast and the in- 
terior of Alaska are unlike in inany re- 
spects, and the difference is intensi- 
fied in this as perhaps in few other 
countries by exceptional physical con- 
ditions. The mean winter temperature 
of Sitka is 62.6 deg., but little less than 
that of Washington, D. C. The rain- 
fall of temperate Alaska is notorious 
the world over, not only as regards the 
quantity that falls, but also as to the 
manner of its falling, viz.: In long and 
incessant rains and drizzles. Cloud and 
fog naturally abound, there being on an 
average but sixty-six clear days in the 
year, 

“North of the Aleutian Islands the 
climate of the coast becomes rigorous 
in winter, but in summer the differ- 
ence is much less marked. The climate 
of the interior, including by that des- 
ignation ‘practically all of the new 
country, except a narrow fringe of 
coastal marein, is one of extreme rigor 
in winter, with a brief, but relatively 
hot, summer, especially when the sky 
is free from cloud, In the Klondyke 
region the midwinter sun _rises 
from 9:30 to 10 a.m., and sets from 
1 to 2 p.m., the total length of daylight 
being about four hours, Remembering 
thay the sun rises but a few degrees 
above the horizon, and that it is wholly 
obscured on a great many days, the 
character of the winter months may 
.easily be imagined. 

“We are indebted to the United States 
‘Coast and Geodetic Survey for a series 
of six months’ observations on the Yu- 
kon not far from the site of the present 
gold discoveries. The mean tempera- 
ture of the months October, 1888, to 
April, 1889, both inclusive, are as fol- 
lows: October, 33 deg.; November, 8 
deg.; December, 11 deg. below zero; 
March, 6 above; April, 20 above. The 


mained below the freezing point (33 
deg.) from November 4, 1889, to April 
21, 1890, thus giving 168 days as the 
length of closed season of 1889-90, as- 
suming that outdoor operations are 
controlled by temperature only. 

“The lowest temperatures registered

“Greater cold than that here noted 
has been experienced in the United 
States for a very short time, but never 
has it continued so cold for so long a 
time. In the interior of Alaska snow 
‘bexins as.early as September, when 
‘snow storms. may be expected in the 
mountains and passes. Headway dur- 
ing one of these storms is impossible, 
and the traveler who is*overtaken by 
one of them is indeed fortunate if he 
escupes with his life. 

“The changes from winter to sum- 
mer ere ey owing to the great in- 
crease in the length of the day. The 
mean summer temperature in the in- 
terior doubtless ranges between 60 and 
70 deg., according to elevation, being 
highest in the middle and lower Yu- 
kon Valley.”

He Says Colonization is 
“Feature,”

CHICAGO, July 30.—The New Time 
of Monday will contain an article by 

Eugene V. Debs, in which he says: 

“The Social Democracy is a great 
social, economic and political organi-. 
zation. It is at once national and inter- 
national. Politically speaking, it is a 
party within and for itself, and within 
twelve months its national representa- 
tives will have formulated a national 
political patform. Similarly the various 
State representatives will have adopted 
State platforms and the municipal rep- 
resentatives local platforms. 

“By far the greater part of the 
criticism has been directed against ‘col- 
ony: control,’ and there are those who 
still insist that this is all there is to 
the movement, or, at least, that this 
is its chief purpose. 

“To all of these be it said that the

There hag never been ‘any intention to 
organize colonies, and they who have 
worked themselves up in describing 
the fate of other colonies, and the pre- 
dictions of calamity have been wasting 
their time.”

STATE AID FOR ROADS. 


FARMERS SHOULD NOT BEAR THE 
BURDEN ALONE, . 


Policy of the League of American 
Wheelmen in Their Crusade for 
Good Roads Outlined by One of 
the League Officers. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

DIXON (Illl.,) July 30.—At the Rock 
River Chautauqua this afternoon Otto 
Dorner of Milwaukee, chairman of the 
Improvement Committee of the League 
of American Wheelmen, delivered an 
interesting address on “How shall we 
obtain better roads?” He said in part. 

“The great question before us is how 
shall we obtain better country high- 
ways? The question is not do we need 
good roads, but how shall we get them? 
Road building in the United States 
has been left entirely in the hands of 
the farmers and in charge of the local 
town authorities. These local authori- 
ties as a rule have no knowledge of the 
science of road building and fifty years 
of experience has shown a great deal of 
labor wasted and vast amounts of road 
taxes collected in vain. In many 
places, our roads today are no better 
than they were twenty and thirty years 
ago. A radical improvement in the sys- 
tem itself must be made. 

“The League of American Wheelmen 

has been the subject of much criticism 
on account of its agitation for better 
highways. We have been accused of 
selfishness in the matter. It is be- 
lieved by many that wheelmen expect 
farmers to load themselves up with 
taxes that they might build roads for 
the convenience of bicycle riders. No 
greater mistake could be made. We of 
| the League of American Wheelmen who 
are engaged in this agitation’ for’ bet- 
ter roads, feel that today the farmer 
bears his full share of public taxation 
and that it should not be unnecessarily 
added to. We feel that a mistake has 
been made in the past in expecting 
farmers alone to pay for roads and in 
leaving the entire responsibility for our 
roads in their hands. The farmers of 
the United States are but a fraction of 
} our population, and they are by no 
means the only ones who will profit 
by the construction of good roads. It 
is claimed that in the State of New 
York every farmer is obliged to build 
roads for eight persons out of the State 
population. Why should not the other 
seven contribute to their cost? While 
good roads would save the farmers im- 
mense amounts of money in hauling 
products, this saving would indirectly 
benefit whole population. Neither 
is the farmer the only one who travels 
the, country highways. Country mer- 
.| chants, doctors and professional men, 
peddlers, pleasure seekers, traffic-seek- 
ers and last but not least, the wheelmen 
would be directly. benetfied by good 
roads. It is unjust, therefore, that the 
farmers should pay for building these 
roads. 
“I am glad of an opportunity to say 
to a gathering of farmers that the L. 
A.W. proposes to help them in bring- 
ing about a proper division of the cost 
of good roads, so that city people, the 
capitalist, merchants and manufactur- 
ers, the weatlhy corporations, railroads 
insurance and telephone companies; in 
fact, every class of people, shall con- 
tribute to the cost of building them; 
that a part of the cost of good roads 
should be paid out of the State tax, ac- 
cording to the amount of property a 
taxpayer owns. We propose that the 
States shall help to build and divide 
the total cost between the people of 
the country who are most directly in- 
terested. This is not a theory only, but 
has been admitted in practice with 
great success in New Jersey, Connecti- 
cut, Rhode Island, Pennsylvania and 
Massachusetts. 

‘“‘New Jersey farmers are enthusiastic 
over this State aid system, and the 
towns and counties are glad to pay 
their share of the cost of these roads 
so long as the State pays its part. 

“The Farmers’ National Congress has 
passed resolutions in favor of State aid, 
and John M. Stahl, the able and ener- 
getic secretary of that organization, is 
one of its warmest advocates. 

“All classes are beginning to realize 
the great economic importance of 
permanent highways. Farmers feel 
that they have too long been compelled 
to build and improve roads at their own 
expense, and that they are entitled to 
State support in this great necessary 
public improvement. Upon these lines 
and upon these lines alone, the good 
roads movement is bound to succeed.”

The Idlers All Awaiting the Outcome

PITTSBURGH, July 30.—After a 
night of waiting to learn the result of 
the meeting of the New: York and 
Cleveland Gas Coal Company’s miners, 
the camping strikers were disappointed 
this morning for the expected exodus 
from Plum Creek and other mines did 
not occur. All mines were in opera- 
tion today. It is not known what the 
strikers will do next, but it is be- 
lieved that most of them will camp near 
the De Armitt mines, and Secretary 
Warner says they will not leave until 
the men quit work, if they remain there 
@ month. 

Legal proceedings are to be taken 
against the marching coal miners unless 
they disband and go to their homes, 
This was decided on this afternoon, and 
Sheriff Harvey Lowry will be expected 
to see to it that the assemblages are 
disbanded. While the marches on the 


mines of the New York and Cleveland | 


Gas Coal Company have not been as 
effective as the miners wish, it is evi- 
dent that the marchers are making an 
impression on the employés of the com- 
pany. The Sheriff has commanded that 
‘all persons shall refrain from assemb- 
ling or congregating on the public high- 
ways .or thoroughfares of Allegheny 
county or interfering with the peace. 
All are commanded to retire to their 
respective homes or places of resi- 
dence, or be dealt with according to 
law.

A meeting was held this morning, 
which was addressed by District Presi- 
dent Patrick Dolan.

‘that all labor organizations with the 


exception of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers was with the miners 
in the strike. He made an attack 
on this order, saying that, owing to 
the inroads of electric railways and 
other means of rapid transit, wages 
of the engineers would be falling 
sooner or later, and then they would 
be asking assistance from other or- 
ganizations. | 

In other portions of the district the 
strike matters are quiet. The strikers 
are all waiting with anxiety the result 
at the. De Armitt mine. The onver 
of the Castle Shannon mine have de- 
cided to close their plant until the 
present differences are adjusted. 

TER:—At midnight it looks as if 
the sheriff’s proclamation will be the 
biggest factor in bringing about 
trouble in the vicinity of the De Armitt 
mines. Tonight a meeting of strikers 
was held at Oak Hill, and it was de- 
cided to. pay no. attention to the 
sheriff’s proclamation. At the meet- 
ing, it is reported, President Dolan, 
A. P. Carrick and other leaders told 
the men that the mandate of the 
sheriff was unjust and could not be in- 
forced. The result of the meeting was 
that three meetings were arranged for, 
one at midnight, one at 2 a.m. and 
one at 4 a.m., and the men are now 
marching through the Myrtle Creek 
district to reach their meeting-places. 
The different times were chosen for the 
meetings as the best time to catch the 
working miners, when changing shifts. 

Excitement is running high, and if 
the night passes without a conflict be- 
tween the strikers and deputies, it will 
be considered almost a miracle. 

WILD EXCITEMENT. 

SCOTTDALE (Pa.,) July 30.—Wild ex- 
citement prevails here tonight. Asthe 
afternoon turn of non-union men who 
have taken the places of the striking 
iron workers at the Scottdale Iron 
Works were going home one of them 
became incensed at the remarks of 
some boys and fired at them. A large 
crowd gathered about the station at 
the time, and they started for the 
non-union man, who fired five shots 
into the crowd before he reached the 
boarding-house. 

The hotel was immediately  sur- 
rounded by an excited crowd, and it 
was with some difficulty that Bur- 
gess Porter got them cooled down, 
and had he not had the assistance of 
the strike leaders there is no telling 
what the crowd would have done. - 

Another non-union man, whose name 
could not be learned, drew his revol- 
‘ver and fired several shots. He ‘was 
knocked down and pretty badly beaten 
before he could be reached by the of- 
ficers and taken to his boarding-house. 
The excited crowd is massed about the 
station, and the non-union men are 
afraid to venture out. | 

LATER:—Homer Wolfe of McKees- 
port and George Stitt of Apollo have 
been arrested for doing the shooting 
tonight. They were taken to the lock- 
up, which was surrounded by an angry 
crowd. Wolfe claims to be innocent. 
Threats of lynching were made, but 
now that the guilty parties have been 
arrested it is thought no more trouble 
will be had tonight.

ISRAEL REDIVIVUS. 


Hebrews Organizing to Found a 
State in Palestine. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] . 
NEW YORK, July 30.—A dispatch to 
the World from London says the repre- 


ties here’ seem to take very seriously 
the scheme of Dr. Theodore Hertzl of 
Vienna for the formation of an inde- 
pendent Jewish State in Palestine. It 
is stated that the Hebrews are organ- 
izing in aJl parts of the world. 

The doctor intends to send an ex- 
ploring’ expedition to thoroughly over- 
haul the land from. end to end, and 
to establish telephones, telegraphs and 
other modern scientific. conveniences 
before opening the territory to general 
settlement, 

To obtain sovereignty over Palestine, 
he says, will be easy, as the Turks 
will be glad to let it go. He points 
to his decoration by the Turkish gov- 
ernment as evidence that it thinks 
favorably of his scheme. If Turkey 
should refuse to give Palestine up, he 
says that the Ottoman empire surely 
will disintegrate and the Jewish com- 
pany can obtain Palestine when the 
bowers divide up the Turkish em- 
pire’s territory. 

If it proves impossible to get Pales- 
tine, he will turn to Argentine. To 
confer on this point a congress will 
be held at. Basle, August 10. The doc- 
tor says there is no doubt this_congress 
will be the redeemer of the Hebrews. 
There is no intention to follow socialis- 
tic lines. He proposes a limited mon- 
archy like that of Great Britain.

THROWN FROMTHE RAILS 


DASTARDLY ATTEMPT TO WRECK 
A TRAIN IN INDIANA. 


A Switeh Opened Near Thorntown, 
Engine Thrown Upon Its Side. 
Engineer’s Head Crushed in and 
Fireman Almost Roasted — The 
Outrage Charged to Strikers,

THORNTOWN (iInd.,) July 30.—The 
Chicago express on the Big Four road 
due at Cincinnati at 7 o’clock this 
morning was wrecked about 2:30 o’clock, 
A coupling-pin had been driven into the 
Switch so as to hold it open, and it 
threw the fast train off the track as it 
passed this point. The engine and ten- 
der, mail, express and baggage cars 
were thrown from the track and alt 
wrecked. . The coaches and Wagner 
sleepers remajned on the track and none 
of the passengers were injured, al- 
though shaken up badly. 

Seth Winslow, the engineer, and B. 
Crickmore, the fireman, and two tramps 
were killed outright. The tramps were 
Stealing a ride on the front end of the 
mail car. There have been recently la- 
bor troubles in Thorntown, ‘but none 
in any manner connected with the 
railroad. Since the mining troubles a 
numbers of strangers have been at- 
tacked here with a view to plunder 
during the expected trouble. No at-. 
tempt was made to rob the cars after 
the wreck, however, and the officials 
are at a loss to account for the out- 
rage. Engineer Winslow leaves a widow 
and two children at Greensburg.

Indications That Great Britain Will 
Be Represented.

NEW YORK, July 30.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
official information just received in 
Washington indicates that Great Brit- 
ain will consent to join in an inter- 
national monetary conference, to be 
held in that city next winter, 

This information is a complete con- 
firmation of the cable dispatch from 
London, published a few days ago, 
which stated that Great Britain's rep- 
resentatives had received the proposi- 
tion of the United States envoys mcre 
favorably than had been expected.

England Captures the One-mile Pro- 
fessional Championship Contest.

PEACE PRELIMINARIES. 


THE SIGNING AWAITS ONLY THB 
FIXING OF DATES, : 


Rectification of the Frontter—in- 
demnity of Four Million Pounds, 
Compensation to Ottoman Sub- 
jects for Losses—Other Terms. 


{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.} 

PARIS, July 80.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] A dispatch to the Temps from 
Constantinople says that the signing 
of the preliminaries of peace awaits 
only the reply of the.Greek government 
fixing the dates for the payment of in- 
demnity. Besides providing for a rec- 
tification of the frontier in accordince 


with the plans of European military | 
attachés and for an indemnity of £4,- 
000,000, the treaty directs that a mixed 
commission of delegates of the powers 
and of Turkey shall fix the compensa- 
tion due Ottoman subjects for losses — 
through the war. 

The question of capitulations is left 
to be settled by Greece and Turkey 
before the conclusion of a definite 
peace. 

The evacuation of Thessaly is made 
conditional upon the full discharge of 
the indemnity. As soon as the treaty 
is signed, says the Temps correspond- 
ent, the European military attachés 
and members of the Ottoman staff in 
Thessaly will meet there to delimitate 
the frontier. 

THEY SPLIT ON EDHEM. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 30.—It is 
reported here that Lord Salisbury ‘ne 
British Prime Minister, has telegraphed 
urging the. Immediate withdrawal cf 
Edhem Pasha, the commander-in-chief 
of the Turkish forces, from Thessaly. 
The Turks are very angry, and ac- 
cuse the British government of trying 
to jockey them out of Thessaly with- 
out compensation being made.

KNIFE IN HIS HEART, 

Tom Hynes Found Dead in the Pres- 
ence of His Wife.

Hynes and his 
wife resided at Sacramento before com- 


ing here, about a month ago. 


INSPECTING THE RAILROADS, 


Gen. Wade Hampton on His Annual 
5 Business Tour.

Fleeces have 
been marked up 2 cents a pound, but 
buyers have not responded. dAustral- 
ian wool has advanced 2 cents with 
large sales. Merino cannot now be 
bought on a scoured basis of less than 
50 cents a pound. Wool has been ar- 
riving by the shipload all the week 
from England, and going into bonded 
warehouses. Owners will wait until 
the advance enables them to pay the 
duty. The sales of the week are 5,880,- 
000 pounds domestic and 4,333,000 for- 
eign, against 2,364,000 pounds domestic 
and 3,336,000 pounds foreign last week. 
The receipts to date show an increase 
of 20,649 bales domestic and 336,212 
bales foreign.

A ontgomery (Ala.) dispatch says that 
after two days of investigation of the killing 
of P. Patterson, who was shot in a negro 
Baptist church there Wednesday, the coroner’s 
jury has returned a verdict of death by the 
hand of George W. Richard, and that Rev.

The commercial treaty between Great 
Britain and the German Zollverein, which 
has been in force since May 30, 1895, was re- 
nounced yesterday by Great Britain, and 
ceases to be operative .a year hence. The 
Reichsanzeiger says that the supplementary 
conventions, which were concluded when the 
treaty was extended to the German States 
joining the Zollverein; will expire with the 
main treaty next summer. 

The Board of Construction has reported to 
the Navy Department that it does not deem 
it advisable, in the absence of further infor- 
mation, to report upon the use of fire-proof 
wood for deck planking, but for bulwarks, 
furniture, joined work, etc., it feels justified 
in recommending that the present process be 
continued unless something better be discov- 
ered or until the results from investigations 
now being made become better known. 

A banquet was given Thursday night at 
Hotel Cecil, London, to the representatives 
of.the New South Wales troops. Hon. William 
Broderick, parliamentary secretary to the War 
Office, announced that Colonial Secretary 
Chamberlain had written a letter to the colo- 
nial Premiers, suggesting an interchange of 
forces in the empire. According to the plan, 
the colonia lregiments would come to England, 
English troops replacing them in the colonies.

ANOTHER BIG STRIKE OF HIGH- 
GRADE ORE. 


A Rich Streak of Pay. Dirt Deep 
Down in the Little Butte—De- 
partures for Klondyke—A Fire 

Seare at Johannes burg — Two 
Lucky Los Angeles Lads. 


RANDSBURG, 
Correspondence.] Another big strike 
in Randsburg.. The Little Butte has 
struck a three-foot vein of rich ore at 
a depth of 275 feet from the surface. 
Gold is visible in nearly every piece 
taken out. Considering the depth at 
which this ore was struck, it is one of 
the most important events in the his- 
tory of the camp. The Little Butte 
mine lies just west of and adjoining 
the Kinyon, and is evidently the same 
vein and a continuation westward of 
the Butte, Wedge and Kinyon. It was 
located in April, 1896, by John Reese, 
J. A. Roy and Kelly, who bonded it to 
Smith & Senter for six months. The 
latter sank a shaft on it to a depth 
of 100 feet, and then gave it up. It 
prospected a little from the start, but 
very little. In no place was the ore of 
sufficient value to save. One peculiar- 
ity was that the head wall always 
showed up well defined and smooth. 
The org body, or vein, sometimes ran 
down to six inches in thickness, vary- 
ing to four or five feet, but the head 
wall was always the same. It was con- 
sidered valuable only because of its 
proximity to the other good paying 
mines to the east of it, and not for any- 
thing that came out of it. 

The,mine lay idle from October, 1896, 
to February, 1897, when Mr. llen 
bought it and organized a company to 
develop it. The present company be- 
gan working in April, and has con- 
tinued ever since. The first 100 feet 
goes down at an angle of 45 deg. 
less. Then the vein flattens and from 
there to the point where the pay ore 
was struck,

.THE NEW TARIFF. 

While individual opinions may differ 
radically as to the wisdom of the policy 
of tariff protection, as embodied in 
the revenue law just enacted by Con- 
gress, it must be conceded that: the 
law was enacted in obedience to the 
will of the people, as expressed by a 
majority of the votes cast at the 
Presidential election of 1896. The 
popular verdict rendered in behalf of 
protection at that election was de- 
cisive, and the party to which was 
given the victory would have been re- 
creant to the trust imposed upon it if 
it had failed to use its utmost en- 
deavors to secure the enactment of a 
law in conformity to the expressed will 
of the people. The law must there- 
fore be regarded as an embodiment of 
the intelligent judgment of the Ameri- 
can people, and that judgment must 
be accepted and respected until the 
people choose to reverse it. 

The new law is entitled to a fair 
and patient trial. It is not to be con- 
demned in advance, nor should its 
operation be hampered by hasty, ill- 
considered, and therefore unjust criti- 
cism. After the law has been sub- 
jected to a fair and thorough test in 
the alembic of actual experience, if it 
fail to stand the test, let it be re- 
pealed. The friends and promoters of 
the law ask no more than this, and 
they will be content with nothing less. 

One of the notable features of the 
new law is the unusually high rate of 
protection which it extends to various 
agricultural products which have not 
heretofore received full protection 
as has been accorded to some other 
classes of products which are no more 
entitled to protection than are the 
products of agriculture. California 
has been especially favored in this re- 
spect. The new duties on oranges, 
lemons, raisins, figs, currants, etc., will 
surely prove of great benefit to those 

-{ndustries, and the benefits will be 
shared in no small degree by the peo- 
ple of the State at large through the 
impreved business conditions which 
will ensue. 

There is no good reason to doubt, 
and there are the best of reasons for 
believing, that the effects of the new 
tariff, when sufficient time shall have 
elapsed to enable those effects to be 
felt throughout the channels of trade 
and industry, will be highly beneficial 
to the entire country. The higher 
rates of duty, and the substitution in 
numerous instances of specific for ad 
valorem duties, will tend directly to 
make the importation of foreign prod- 
ucts more difficult, and a brisker de- 
mand for similar products of domestic 


manufacture will naturally ensue. This 


will create a better demand for labor, 
with which will come a tendency to- 
ward the payment of higher wages. 
Increased employment. at advancing 
wages will enable wage-earners to be- 
come more liberal purchasers of the 
products of manufacture and of agri- 
culture. This increased consumption 
will in turn have a favorable reaction 
upon the forces of production, and the 
net result wili be a steady and healthy 
growth in all branches of industry, un- 
til the nation will in time find itself 
in the full tide of substantial and 
growing prosperity. 

Not all of these favorable conditions 
will come at once. In the nature of 
things it will take time to restore the 

prosperity which has been lost through 
the mistakes of the past four years. 


But there are already signs of improve- 


ment, and the wave of returning pros- 
perity will continue to gain momentum 
unti! it reaches flood-tide and drowns 
the sneers, the whines and the pro- 
tests of the professional calamityites.

ALGER AND SAN PEDRO. 

The announcement was made from 
Washington, on seemingly good 
authority, immediately after the unani- 
mous adoption by the Senate of Sena- 
tor White’s resolution instructing the 
Secretary of War to proceed with the 
work of harbor construction at San 
Pedro, that Secretary Alger would con- 
sider the Senate’s action as voicing 
the will of Congress, and that he 
would forthwith advertise for bids 
and start the work. If the Secretary 
of War is correctly quoted in an inter- 
view which appears in the Detroit 
Free Press of July 24, it is apparent 
that he has no such intention. He is 
quoted as saying that, “if Congress, 
after it considers the report of the 
commission and passes upon it favor- 
ably, tells me to go ahead and expend 
the money appropriated, I will do so, 
and work will be begun at once. Un- 
til Congress does this, however, I am 
powerless to act, and the matter will 
remain just as it is.”” When it is re- 
membered that Secretary Alger made 
this statement some days after the 
adoption of Senator White’s resolu- 


_tion, no other conclusion seems possi- 


ble than that he has no intention to 
go ahead with the work until forced 
to do so by the joint action of both 
houses of Congress, and that he will 
delay the construction of the San 
Pedro breakwater as long as possible. 
As no further action can be taken by 
Congress until after the convening of 
the regular session in December, there 
is but little hope that work on the har- 
bor will be begun this year. _ 
Secretary Alger has played fast and 
loose with this question to such an ex- 
tent that but little credence can be 
placed in any reports as to his inten- 
tions, and it has become evident that 
upon Congress will devolve the duty 
of interpreting one of its own laws 
and of issuing a specific mandate to 
compel its execution. This is an un- 
precedented state of affairs, highly 
discreditable to the War Department, 
and is an unwarranted reflection upon 
the legislative branch of the govern- 
ment. The strongest language would 
be none too strong in which to con- 
demn the untenable position of the 


‘Secretary of War in this matter, 


In the course of the interview, Sec- 
retary Alger makes numerous state- 
ments which are nothing less than 
perversions of fact. It is ‘hardly neces- 
sary to refute these statements in de- 
tail. He says, for instance: 

“Congress some time ago appropri- 
ated $2,900,000 for a harbor eo ei 
southern coast of California, in the 
vicinity of San Diego, the site, of sev- 
eral in dispute, to be left to the de- 
cision of a board of naval experts apd 
engineers of whom Admiral Walker 
was chairman. The appropriation bill 
expressly declared, however, that the 
sum of money advanced was to be de- 
voted to the dual purpose of both a 
haven of refuge and a harbor of com- 
merce. When the commission under 
Admiral Walker finally made its re- 
port, recommending San Pedro#@harbor 
as the best and most available site for 
the proposed improvements, it pro- 
vided for the construction of a break- 
water of stone for a ‘haven of refuge 
only, and the entire appropriation: of 
$2,900,000, with more added to it than 
Congress provided, was consunsed in 
the estimates. That left the Coast 
without a harbor for commercial pur- 
poses and without a cent of the appro- 


priation left for its construction. That 


was plainly not in line with the law, 
which clearly stated that the $2,900,000 
was to build both a haven of refuge, 
in the form of a breakwater, and also 
a harbor for commercial purposes.’ 
It would be difficult to condense into 
a like amount of space more misstate- 
ments of fact than are contained in the 
above quotation. Instead of there be- 
ing several sites in dispute there were 
but two, San Pedro and Santa Monica, 
neither of which is “in the vicinity of 
San Diego.” It is true that the act 


‘creating the commission provides for, 


“a deep-water harbor for commerce 
and of refuge.” It is also true that 
the report of the Walker board, in 
favor of the San Pedro site, covered 
the construction of precisely that kind 
of a harbor, estimating the cost thereof 
to be within the appropriation. The 
construction recommended by the 
board, when completed, will serve the 


purposes of a harbor ~-both for com- |. 


merce and of refuge, and will not 
leave the coast “without a harbor for 
commercial purposes.” 

It is plainly the deliberate purpose 
of the Secretary of War to evade and, 
if possible, to nullify the law. But, 
fortunately, there will be a day of 
reckoning. This government has not 
yet been turned over to Huntington, 
Alger and Frye. The Secretary of 
War will be compelled to obey the 
law, and the deep-water harbor will 
be built at San Pedro. Alger’s unwar- 
ranted course in the premises will de- 
lay the work, but will not defeat it.

the horticultural board he should have 
communicated to them by letter or in 
person, the facts, if they were facts, 
as to who the person was, when, and 
where he could be found introducing 
or about to introduce injurious trees 
to this county. Will ‘“‘Grower’ give the 
name of the agent referred to by him, 
who told “Grower” that there was no 
danger of having his diseased trees 
uarantined?

or literary nullius fillius, and as to our 
antecedents and capacity, as such we 
prefer to be judged by some horticul- 
tural gentleman who is not afraid to 
sign his name to a newspaper com- 
munication involving an important 
question: Junius letters are not rel- 
ished by fair-minded gentlemen in this 
country.

JENNY LIND AND BARNUM. 


The Way American Happenings are 
Colored for German Readers. 


' If there is any limit to the credulity 
of the German journalist touching all 
matters relating to America, or at least 
all those which reflect upon the Amer- 
ican character, it has not yet been dis- 
covered, says a writer in the New York 
Tribune. Seven years ago when the 
death sentence was for the first time 
executed against a murderer in this 
State by electricity, the National Zei-. 
tung of Berlin, which plumes itself. 
upon wyiting for the “higher classes,’ 
devoted over a column to a story which 
told how the rivalry between the vari- 
ous makers of electrical apparatus for 
the privilege of furnishing the killing 
machine to the State had grown 
so great that one of them had 
bribed the entire Legislature in 
corpore, and thus secured the coveted 
contract. All this at a time when it 
was well known that the money which 
the electrical companies were spending 
on the case was devoted to an attempt 
to defeat the law which made death by 
electricity the penalty for murder in 
the first degree. An American news- 
paper writer who chanced to be in Ber- 
lin at the timé and was acquainted 
with the responsible editor of the Na- 
tional Zeitung, drew his attention to 
the falsity of the story, but it was too 
ingenious and striking an illustration of 
the rapacity, venality and vulgag 
cruelty of the American people to be. 
corrected, and so the tale has prob- 
ably a place in some German minds as 
part of the history of American law, 
morals and manners. 

The incident is recalled by a recent 
feullleton in the Tageblatt of Berlin, 
entitled, “Jenny Lind and Barnum,” 
written by somebody who calls himself 
Franz Fridberg, and vouches for the 
“literal truthfulness” of the _ story, 
which he says was told him by Mau- 
rice Strakosch, Poor Strakosch, alas!

NOT AT THAT PRICE. 


WATER COMPANY PROMPTLY RE- 
FUSES THE CITY’S OFFER. 


‘Will not Give an Option Upon the 
Terms Desired — Considers Its 
Property Worth Much More Than 
the City Engineer’s Valuation. 


The City Water Company has lost 
no time in refusing the Cowuncil’s offer 
to purchase its waterworks plant. The 
company absolutely declines to give the 
city an option to buy the plant at 
$1,190,655, and takes occasion to say 
that it does noteconsider the price of- 
fered is anything like’the value of the 
property. Incidentally it criticises City 
Engineer Dockweiler for aSsuming ‘‘to 
decide upon the title of the property” 
of the companies. 

- The communication of the City Wa- 
ter Company is addressed to the Wa- 
ter Supply Committee of the Council 
and is as follows: 

“LOS ANGELES (Cal.,) July 28, 1897. 
“Hon. F. M. Nickell, Chairman Water 

Supply Committee of the Council of 

the City of Los Angeles, and to the 

Committee: 

“Gentlemen: Your 
bearing date July 27, 1897, and contain- 
ing a copy of a resolution adopted by 
the City Council of the city of Les An- 
geles, on the 26th of July 1897, with re- 
spect to the property of the Crystal 
Springs Land and Water Company and 
the Los Angeles City Water Company, 
has come to hand. 

“Jt appears by that resolution that 
the City Engineer has placed a value 
upon all the properties of. $1,190,655, and 
that by direction of the City Council 
the Water Supply Committee submit to 
the said companies the following prop- 
osition, namely: ‘That. the Water Com- 
pany give the city an option for the 
purchase of said plant, canditioned that 
the city pay for its plant, etc., on or 
before July 1, 1898, the sum of $1,190,- 
ee And in reply to: this proposition 
upon behalf of said corporations, the 
Crystal Springs Land and Water Com- 
pany and the Los. Angeles City Water 
Company, respectfully decline td give 
‘such option upon such’'terms. We do 
not consider that the price offered is 
anything like the value of the property, 
upon which even the estimate is made; 
but in addition to that, the honorable 
City Engineer has assumed to decide 
upon the title of the property of the 
eaid companies, and to decide, of course, 
adversely to the companies. 

“The claim of the Crystal Springs 
Land and Water Company to certain 
water is, of course, well Known to the 
city and the Council, and we could not 
give an option for the purchase at any 
price, if couched in such terms as to 
amount to a disclaimer on the part of 
the companies of that which they be- 
lieve to be legally their own. 

“We have thought it proper to state 
this with the utmost respect to the 
Council and to the committee, as well 
also to the City Engineer, simply that 
it might not be imagined that, in ac- 
knowledging the proposition for such 
an uptiion and treating it so far as to 
decline to accept the proposition, we 
were in any manner assenting to the 
position taken by the City Engineer 
respecting the companies. re- 
spectfully yours,.

Miss Wills 
is first hauled over the coals for hav- 
ing presumed to undertake the guar- 
dianship of Elsie Shipton’ for the al- 
leged sole purpose of depriving the in- 
jured mother of her daughter's society, 
and then for having ‘handed the girl, 
over to Mrs. Murray. 

Mrs. Shipton, with refreshing naivete, 
goes on to state, in formal phrase, 
“that plaintiff has, since the birth of 
said Elsie Shinton, at all times felt 
and manifested for and toward her 
said daughter the deepest and purest 
maternal affection, and has at all times 
and does now greatly desire to assume, 
have and exercise the care, custody 
and control of her said daughter, Elsie 
Shipton, and is able, .willing and ready 
to provide for. her the necessaries of 
life, and to properly educate her and 
provide her with good moral training.”’ 

In conclusion, the complaint grows

MORE POWER ACQUIRED, 


LOS ANGELES RAILWAY COMPANY 
STRENGTHENS ITS POSITION. 


A Big Contract Signed With the 
Redlands Ejectric Company, but 
No Present Intention of Aban- 
doning the Old Local Steam 
Plant. 


‘A contract has been closed between 
the Los Angeles. Street ‘Railway 
Company and the Seuthern Cali- 
fornia Power Company of. Redlands, 
the latter corporation to furnish the 
power for the operation of all the lines 
under the contol of the street-railway 
company for an indefinite term. Though 
it has been reported that the contract 
between the parties covered a definite 
period of years, and a maximum and 
minimum amount to be paid per year 
by the ‘railway people for the power 
furnished them, it has been ascertained 
that both the term of the agreement 
and the amount to be vaid for the ser- 
vice are subject to future conditions, 
In other words, the railway people will 
use just as much of the Redlands com- 
pany’s power as they require and no 
more, and will pay for what they use. 

Though the contract itself does not 
specifically cover the point, it was tac- 
itly understood at the close of the dis- 
cussion of terms between the parties 
that the railway’s yearly payment for 


000. It was equally understood that, 
no matter what the service might be, 
no greater amount per annum than 
$150,000 would be paid. This tacit agree- 
ment led to the publication of various 
reports as to maximum and minimum 
contract terms which might be mis- 
leading. From the statement made by 
F. W. Wood, general manager of the 
railway company, yesterday, it would 
seem that much depends upon the abil- 
ity of the Redlands company to fur- 
nish power as it may be required. 

“The amount to be paid for this ser- 
vice,” said Mr. Wood, ‘‘depends entirely 
upon the amount of power required by 
our company and furnished by the 
power company. You know the water 
power supply of Southern California is 
variable. We have dry years, when 
water is valuable, and we have wet 
years when it can be obtained for a 
song. Our contract has been made ac- 
cordingly. Under preveilies conditions 
a big steam plant is a valuable adjunct 
to water-power resources. For this 
reason we do not propose to part with 
our steam plant—not at present at al] 
events.”’

tried to secure it in every way possi- 
ble, but failed.. Naturally in a body of 
over two thousand men there are bound 
to be. malcontents, no matter what, 
those. in control might do, When I say, 
there were less than sixty inmates of 
the home at Leavenworth who could be 
nuimbéred in this class, I am satisfied’ 
that I overestimate the number, but 
it was one of these fellows who ac- 
complished what for six years I had 
tried in vain to accomplish, namely, 
my honorable transfef to the Santa 
Monica home, and what my enemies 
had vainly tried to accomplish, namely, 
to get me away from Leavenworth. 
This man attempted my life and nearly 
succeeded in killing my wife. He was 
a drunkard, and I prefer to charge 
his horrible deed to that weakness, to- 
gether with a fancied grievance, than 
to anything else. 


“Some time in June last this man, | 


who was an inmate of the home and 
drawing a pension besides, absented 
himself from camp without leave. The 
rules_jaid down are very strict in such 
cases. They are to the effect that until 
an inmate guilty of such an offense re- 
turns to the’ home, surrenders himself 
and is again by punishment or other- 
wise bet straight on the books, neither 
the governor of the home nor any of its 
officers shall hold the slightest offfctal 
communication. with him, and also 
that, if drawing a pension through the 
home,.this money. shall .be. stopped. 
Well, this man called at the home while 
drunk, and still in disobedience of or- 
ers, and asked for his pension money. 

e was, of course, refused, He blamed 
me for the refusal.and sought revenge. 
One day last June the man procured 
money from some source and, going to 
a near-by town, bought two sticks of 
dynamite: and about twelve feet of 
fuse., On the night of June 11.this man 
put the dynamite on the window sill 
of the room occupied by my wife as a 
apartment, and lighted , the. 

Phat night in question I was 
Mong oh in a room upstairs instead of 
in the bedroom with my wife, and, 
when the dynamite exploded, while it 
wrecked the whole house, my poor wife, 
who was in feeble health, received by 
far the worst of the shock due to the 
explosion. 

“The man who committed the das- 
tardly,deed was caught the same night: 
of the explosion; has since had his pre- 
liminary examination, and will be 
finally tried and sentenced during this 
coming October. He has so far refused 
to give any reason for his attempt upon 
my life, but his trial may cleer things

COMMERCIAL. 

MEXICAN ORANGES. A letter re- 
- ceived by the Fruitman’s Guide of New 
York from a well-known western mer- 
chant who is informed regarding the" 
orange situation in “Mexico, confirms. 
the reports that had previously been 
made to the effect that summer oranges, 
or what is known in California as the 
Valencia lates, are now being for- 
warded from Mexico, mostly to western 
markets. The letter states that Mex- 
ican fruit-growers are perfectly satis- 
fied if they can obtain an equivalent of 
30 cents per box (American money) for 
their oranges on the trees. Mexican 
oranges, therefore, can be sold, appar- 
ently to the satisfaction of the ship- 
pers, if $2.25 per box average is realized 
on the fruit, which certainly places the 
California producer at an advantage, 
and further emphasizes the necessity 
which exists for a fair import duty on 
citrus fruits. 


OLD-TIME PRICES. The Riverside 
Enterprise in a recent issue has the 
following in regard to the prices which 
were charged in Los Angeles forty 
years ago: 

“While on a visit recently to the old 
ranch occupied by his family in the 
early years, down in Temecula section, 
J. W. Tibbot discovered a number of 
old bills and other papers belonging to 
his father, which bear dates-away back 
in the early fifties, which bills and doc- 
uments illustrate: forcibly that there 
has been a great change in business 
matters in this part of the State in the 
last thirty years. 

“One bill found is for a bill of goods 
purchased in Los Angeles on August 
16, 1856, by Tibbot, Sr., from the firm 
of George F. Lamson, dealer in grocer- 
ies, wines, liquors, etc. 

“The amount of the bill was $56.39, 
and many of the charges show the 
good stiff prices paid for goods by early 
settlers in those days. 

“Common candles which now sell for 
a eouple of dollars a box are billed at 
$8.50. A box of ordinary washing soap, 
$1.50, now sells for 50 cents. A small 
can of oysters is billed for $1,25, now 
worth 15 cents. Cornmeal sold for’ $5 
a hundred, now it is $1.50. A pair of 
overalls cost $4; they are now worth 
60 cents. Sugar sold for 12 cents a 
pound, syrup $1 a gallon, nails 10 cents 
a pound, saleratus 50 cents a package, 
which now retails for 10 cents. Com- 
mon gun caps now retailed for 10 cents 
a box, sold for $1 a box then. Canned 
peaches $1 per can; now they sell three 
cans for 50 cents. so 

“The only goods sold at a less figure 
to the early settlers than are now sold 
to the present residents were brandy, 
whisky and other intoxicants. The 
bill shows that brandy cost 80 centsa 
bottle. As the above prices were whole- 
sale, the retail figures were doubfless 
_ still higher. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

SUGAR BEETS IN EUROPE. The 
‘American Consul at Frankfort, Ger- 
many, reports that the effect of the new 
sugar export-bounty law adopted in 
Germany in May, last year, has been 
to still further increase the acreage of 
beet cultivation, which had already 
reached what was generally regarded 
as the extreme limit of safe expansion. 

From an announcement just made by 
the International Association of Raw- 
Sugar Manufacturers,’ it appears that 
the area of land planted with beets 
in Germany this spring was 1,062,908 
acres, against 1,050,184 acres in 1896 and 
930,749 acres in 1895. This is equivalent 
to an increase of 1,2 per cent. over the 
already large acreage of last year, and 
is regarded with apprehension by econ- 
omists, who realize that, notwithstand- 
ing the practical suspension of the su- 
gar supply from Cuba, the limit of 
the world’s consumption has been fully 
reached, and that any further in- 
crease in the product must react dis- 
astrously upon its market value. The 
increased acreage of beet cultivation is 
most marked in the provinces of East 
Prussia, Pomerania and Mecklenburg. 

In other countries, notably Austria- 
Hungary, the low sugar prices of last 
autumn have operated, in the absence of 
such export bounties as are paid by 
Germany, to reduce the area of this 
year’s planting, which has declined 
from 858,425 acres in 1896 to. 748,589 acres 
this season, a loss of about 12.8 per cent. 
Similar reductions, more or less im- 
portant, are reported in the plantings of 
Belgium, Holland and Sweden. France, 
s0 far as appears, has not yet reported 
what the total acreage of beet culture 
will be in,that country this year, but no 
important increase is thought to be 
probable, so that, taking Europe as a 
whole, the prospect is for a diminished 
area of cultivation, the increase in 
Germany’s plantings being more than 
offset by the reductions in other coun- 
tries. 

Such, in brief, is the apparent result 
of the first year’s operation of the new 
German sugar-export bounty law, sus- 
tained as it is by the advanced scien- 
tific methods of the Germans in the 
use of chemical fertilizers, and their 
skillful improvement of the sugar beet 
itself, through which German agricul- 
turalists are enabled. to produce one 
unit of sugar from 7.25 units of raw 
beets—instead of one unit to thirteen, 
as was the case a few years ago—while 
the highest average yield yet attained 
in France is one unit of sugar to 8.08 
units of beets. 


A QUESTION OF MEASURE. A 
correspondent writes to The Times as 
follows: 

‘‘Here is a riddle which I would like 
to have you, or some of your readers, 
solve for me. In Santa Cruz a year or 
two ago, our family agreed to furnish 
milk to one of our neighbors, and 
bought in view of doing so, a quart 
measure. We were shortly informed 
that our measure was too small: that 
there were two quarts in California, 
the wine quart and the milk quart, and 
we were using the wine quart. There- 
upon we bought another, said to be the 
milk quart, which was about one-eighth 
larger than the first. The other, day 
here in Los Angeles, we again found 
that we might supply a neighbor with 
. the surplus milk from our little Jer- 

sey, and thought we would better buy a 
new quart measure for the purpose, to 
bave everything as clean as possible. 
The hardware merchant assured me 
that the measure was a milk quart, 
but lo, and behold, it was a trifle 
smaller than our smallest Santa Cruz 
one, but evidently meant for. the same. 
I went to the Courthouse and the City 
Hall to consult the inspector of weights 
and measures, but find that he has heen 
abolished as a superfluous luxury. Now 
the question is with me, was the Santa 
Cruz distinction a local matter, or is 
Los Anveles using the wine quart by 
mistake, or is it simply a go-as-you- 
please and get-your-customer-to-take- 
as-little-as-he-will sort of business? In 
the meantime I am so honest that I 
use the Santa Cruz large measure, but 
I feel that I am perhaps growing poor 
by giving one-fourth pint a day too 
much. Kindly golve this perplexing af- 
fair and allow me to sleep nights.” 

So far as The Times is aware, there is 
only one quart measure in California, 
gor in the United States. A quart is a 

quart, whether it is used for milk, or 
beer or wine, or any other liquid. Deal- 
ers in measures say they are aware of 


large scale. 


no such distinction as that made by 
this correspondent, who must have been 
misinformed.

Bradstreet’s Review. 


NEW YORK, July 30.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say that the unexpectedly early fall 
in the demand for staple merchandise which 
Bradstreet’s' announced last week is pro- 
nounced, and, although not conspicuous at 
some of the largér eastern cities, which it is 
approaching, is notably so at points in the 
Mississippi and Missouri Valleys and in the 
larger wheat-growing States. A special in- 
vestigation by Bradstreet’s this week shows 
that increased purchases by country mer- 
chants in the region specified, based on the 
prospectively large wheat crop at home, in 
the face of short wheat crops abroad, has in- 
creased business with western jobbers from 10 
to 25 per cent., compared with fall trade at 
a like period last year. The total volume of 
this new business is not large, but it is un- 
usual in this, the dull month of the year, 
and is increasing: The number of western 
implement factories are unable to fill all their 
orders for hear-by delivery, and one order for 
shoes alone at St. Louis calls for $55,000 
worth of goods. The depression among woolen 
manufacturers is less pronounced, because 
prices of cheviots and other woolens have 
begun to advance, pointing to profits in hand- 
ling high-priced wool. The greatest relative 
improvement among the jobbers and whole- 
salers in various lines is at Chicago, St. 
Louis, _City,Omaha, St. Paul and 
Minneapolis. A number of large trunk-line 
railways report that they are carrying more 
merchandise than two or three years ago. 
Fewer manufacturing industries .than ex- 
pected have been compelled to close, owing fo 
lack of coal on account of the strike, the 
principal check being due to higher prices for 
fuel. Iron and steel and the cotton-goods in- 
dustries are more unfavorably situated than 
almost any other. Bessemer pig iron and 
steel billets continue at the lowest quctations 
known. The latter is a shade under §14, 
awaiting the renewed demand which ‘has be- 
gun to show itself in stapie lines of mer- 
chandise.~ The shutting-down of cotton mills 
to force a reduction of stocks on hand has 
already stiffened prices, and with existing 
conditons in other lines of business the out- 
look is for a better request for cotton goods 
and for iron and steel in the early autumn. 
The most favorable feature of trade is its 
slow, conservative, steady expansion, it being 
based on the increased wants and larger con- 
sumptive capacity of the agricultural com- 
munity, with whom the prospect is brighter 
than it has been for six years. Practically 
the only decreases in quotations this week 
are for iron and steel. Prices of oats and 
print cloths are unchanged. The list of ad- 
vances is longer and more significant. includ- 
ing prices of wheat, flour, corn, lard, sugar, 
live stock, cotton, woolen goods and nails. 
Exports of wheat (flour included as wheat,) 
from both coasts of the United States and 
from Montreal, this week amount to 2,342,021 
bushels, -eompared with 1,075,000 bushels last 
week, 1,648,000 bushels in the week a year 
ago, 1,460,000 in the week two years ago, 2,- 
957,000 bushels three years ago, and as com- 
pared with 5,662,000 bushels in the corre- 
sponding week of 1895. There are 259 busi- 
ness failures reported throughout the United 
States this week, rather more than the aver- 
age in recent weeks. Last week there were 
220 in the week, last year it was 294, and two 
years ago it was 221, but in the correspond- 
ing week of 1894 it was 220, and in the like 
week of 1893,. 459. 

« In its review of the stock market, Brad- 
street’s tomorrow will say that speculation 
in Wall street continues active and, in spite 
of some irregularity in tone, has a pronounced 
bullish tone. Expectation of a reaction as 
soon as the passage of the tariff was ac- 
complished rendered traders disposed to adopt 
the bear side at the beginning of the week. 
Considerable profit-taking was seen in the 
Grangers and in American Sugar on Monday 
and Tuesday. This selling was supplemented 
by offerings of short stock on the part of the 
traders who throughout the week have shown 
a readiness to attack the market... On the 
other hand, an outside demand for stocks as- 
serted itself at concessions, while the disposi- 
tion to purchase low-priced shares that have 
not taken part in the rise was a notable 
feature. Expectations of a revival of general 
business tended to create speculative confi- 
dence, and the continuance of favorable crop 
reports, foreign purchases of grain and ac- 
counts of the heavy traffic appearing on the 
western railroads, have all influenced specu- 
lators and investors. At the same time it 
would seem that powerful financial interests 
are favorable to th ebull movement, if they 
are not actively helping it. The market was 
at the close of the week disposed to pay some 
attention to the unexpected strength of ex- 
eee and unexpectedly large gold shipments 
today.

Grain and Produce.

CHICAGO, July 30\—Wheat commenced with 
a great demand for September at from 74 to 
74%. Very little was secured at 74 at the 
opening. During the opening hours the price 
advanced to 74%, reacted irregularly to 74%, 
and rose again about 11:20 o'clock to the 
former highest point. The trade in the pit 
during the time of these fluctuations was both 
active and heavy. Liverpoot was firm and 
Paris strong. Cablegrams said the continent 
was having heavy rains, and as the wheat 
harvest is in progress that was construed 
bullishly. The primary market receipts 
amounted to 732,000 bushels, against 786,000 
bushels on the corresponding day of the year 
before. Kansas City receipts today were 213,- 
000 bushels. A year ago they were 33,{ 
bushels. The clearances from the Atlantic 
ports were equal in wheat and flour to 198,000 
bushels. Great preparations are, however, 
being made for forward shipment, according 
to New York advices, where it was said forty 
steamers had been chartered yesterday, having 
a capacity of 4,000,000 bushels, to load grain 
at the various Atlantic shipping ports. How 
much of that is for wheat was not specified. 
The late cablegrams reported such a surpris- 
ingly strong market at Antwerp and Paris 
that the former good demand for September. 
wheat*was"largely added to and the price rose 
rapidly abotit neon the time when those 
cablegrams’ Were received, from around 74% 
to 75%@75%. Antwerp showed an advance of 
37% centimes for Amer.can red; which is 
equal to 2 cents a bushel. . Paris for near 
delivery was higher by 25, and 4% cents per 
bushel for the November-February term, New 
York reported 85 boatloads sold for export and 
60,000 bushels spring wheat was taken here 
by millers. On the bulge to 75%@75%, the 
Offerings grew amazinely large, and Septem- 
ber dropped with a thud to 745s, rallying only 
% cent. The big bull interest in July, which 
has been the subject of much speculation, was 
announced as finally closed today, the last 
holdings having been dumped on the market 
on the swell of 75%. Plenty of September 
wheat was also thrown over. September 
wheat opened %@% cent higher, at 74@74%, 
sold to 74%@74%, up irregularly to 75%@ 
75%, down to 74% and closed at 744, a net 
gain of %. The trade in corn was very 
heavy, and the market was strong until 
within thirty minutes of the close. Some few 
sensationally large transactions were made, 
which attracted considerable attention. One 
firm bought and another sold, in one lot, 
1,000,000 bushels and in another lot 250,000. 
bushels. The demand was because of wide- 
spread belief in considerable damage to the 
crop in Kansas and Nebraska, but reports 
from these States on the subject were con- 
flicting.

The Murderer Unmoved by Judge 

Torrance’s Impressive and Scath- 

r ing Address—Heavy shipments 
of Wheat—General News Notes, 


$AN DIEGO, July 30.—[Regular Cor- 
Trespondence.] Manuel Chavez must pay 
the penalty for the atrocious murder of 
his mistress,, Gregoria Rodriguez, at 
Senator, a mining camp, on the Colo- 
rado River, May 14, last. The death 
sentence was pronounced upon him this 
morning by Judge Torrance in Depart- 
ment One before a large audience of 
‘citizens and members of the bar. Cha- 
vez cannot understand the English 
language, and the sentence of the court 
was given him through an interpreter. 
The confessed villain was unmoved, 
except where the court referred to the 
actual commission of the crime, and 
then the murderer twitched nervously 
for several moments. During the 
greater part of the translation of the 
sentence he stood staring vacantly at 
the wall behind the Judge, with an 
occasional glance at the gilded Ameri- 
overlooking the Judge’s ped- 
estal. 

Judge Torrance’s address to the pris- 


willful, deliberate and premeditated 
murder of Gregoria Rodriguez. .. . 
Your crime was an exceedingly cruel 
and atrocious one. With no impulse 
moving you to its commission save a 
feeling of settled malice, engendered in 
your heart by the refusal of the de- 
ceased to continue: her cohabitation 
with you, you plunged the horrible 
blade into the heart of the prostrate, 
trembling, defenseless “woman. You 
heeded: not her cries for mercy; nor 
staid your murderous hand until you 
saw her life blood flowing out in a 
gurgling current on the sands of the 


the barren waste,’ hoping to escape 
the pursuit of avenging justice. Your 
fierce passion did not relax its clutch 
of the dripping knife, but held it aloft 
in your hand, the sole companion of 
your rapid flight, save alone your guilty 
conscience. These unwelcome compan- 
ions filled your soul with horror, and 
blotted out your resolution to take 
your wretched life. You. plunged into 
the broad river, but the muddy waters 
of the Colorado did not swallow you up. 
Fate had decreed that you should be 
brought to justice, and suffer her just 
retribution. 

“You ushered the soul of your poor 
victim into eternity without a note of 
warning or a moment to breathe a 
supplication for the pardon of her sin. 
The law is more merciful to you—it 
gives you time for repentance and prep- 
aration.

REPORT OF SCHOOLS. 

The report of the County Superin- 
tendent of Education shows that there 
are in the county 4 high schools, 43 
grammar schools and 98 primary 
schools, occupying 73 schoolhouses, and 
employing 160 teachers, of which 34 
are male and 126 female. The average 
wages paid to male teachers in the pri- 
mary and grammar schools is $84.70; 
in high schools, $119.50. The average 
monthly Wages paid to female teachers 
in primary and grammar schools is 
$66.60; in high schools, $90.90. There are 
22 teachers who are graduates of Cali- 
fornia State Normal School, and 19 of 
other State Normal schools. There are 
24 teachers holding life dipiqmas, 4 
‘holding State educational certificates, 
26 high-school certificates, 35 grammar- 
grade and 36 primary grade. Forty- 
nine districts have maintained school 
three months and over, and 8 less than 
that time.

DOYLE AND HIS GUN. 


Officers Have a Lively Tussel With 
an Insane Man. 

John Doyle, a crazy man over 50 
years of age, was arrested yesterday 
forenoon by Police Sergeant Morton 
and Officers Sheets and McLain, after 
a dangerous struggle. Doyle was sent 
to the County Hospital pending his 
examination for insanity.. 

Doyle has been in the habit of calling 
at the office of the Wells-Fargo Ex- 
press Company for several days and in- 
quiring for a package containing $5000. 
Yesterday morning, in answer to 
Doyle’s customary inquiry, the. clerk re- 
plied that no such package had been 
received at the office. Doyle became 
violently angry and swore at the clerk 
in such a loud and boisterous manner 
that an attaché of the express office 
went out through a side door in search 
of police assistance. 

In searching for a policeman he met 
Sergt. Morton, and no sooner had he 
told that officer of the occurrence in the 
office than Doyle came along. Morton 
followed the man, whom he believed to 
be insane, until they met Officer 
Sheets at the corner of Main and First 
streets. The police sergeant ordered 
Sheets to arrest Doyle. As the officer 
walked up and oblaced his hand on 
Doyle’s shoulder Doyle turned and pre- 


-gented a 44-caliber bulldog revolver in 


the policeman’s face. 

As Sheets fell back a few steps, Of- 
ficer McLain, who had appeared on the 
scene, walked toward Doyle The lat- 
ter showed that he did not intend to be 
captured by either officer. He covered 
first one and then the other with his 
pistol while retreating backward across 
Main street. In the mean time Sergt. 
Morton had succeeded in getting behind 
Doyle, and when Doyle reached him 
the ‘sergeant grabbed the hand in 
which the insane man held the weapon. 
He pushed Doyle against the iron rail- 
ing around the bank on the northeast 
corner of Main and First streets, 
where a struggle for the possession of 
the weapon began. Reinforced by Of- 
ficers Sheets and McLain, Sergt. Mor- 
ton succeeded in wrenching the pistol 
from Doyle’s grasp after a lively tus- 
sle. The crazy man was then taken to 
the Police Station, where he was 
searched and afterward sent to the 
Hospital.

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WATER CONTRACT. 


TEXT OF A DOCUMENT OF GREAT 
IMPORTANCE, 


The Existing Agreement Between 
the City of Los Angeles and the 
Water Company, Which Will Ex- 
pire July 20, 1898. 


Inasmuch as the contract between 
the city of Los .Angeles and the Los 
Angeles Water Company is a matter 
of general public interest; it is here- 
with reproduced entire. The contract 
is as follows: | 

This agreement made ‘and. entered 
into this the 20th day of July, A.D. 1868, 
between the corporation known as the 
Mayor and Common Council of the city 
of Los Angeles, and their successrs in 
office, for and on behalf of said city 
of Los Angeles, party of the first part, 
and John §S. Griffin, Prudent Beaudry 
and Solomon Lazard, residents of the 
city and county of Los Angeles, State 
of California, party of the second part, 
witnesseth: That for and in considera- 
tion of the yearly payment of $1500 per 
annum in gold coin, such payments to 
be made upon the first day of January 
of each year, after the signing and ap- 
proval of this ordinance and contract, 
until the conclusion of the term of this 
contract; and the further considera- 
tion that the said parties of the second 
part will surrender to the said party 
of the first part and cancel all claims 
that they nuw hold against said city 
for repairs of said waterwo-Ks, and for 
damages amounting to the sum of $810), 
a little more or less; and for the fur- 
ther consideration of the said parties 
of the second part, shall make.the fol- 
lowing improvements about, in and 
upon the said waterworks, al their own 
proper costs and expenses, towit: lay 
down in streets of said city twelve 
miles of iron pipes of sufficient capacity 
to supply the inhabitants of said city 
with water for domestic purposes, and 


shall erect or caus? to be erected one 


hydrant, to be used as a protection 
against fire, at one corner of each cross 
street of said city, where the water 
pipes are now, or may hereafter be 
laid, by virtue of this contract, and 
shall, within one year from the ap- 
proval of this contract and ordinance, 
erect, or cause to be erected, an orna- 
mental fountain upon the public plaza 
of this city, of such design as the Mayor 
and Common Council shall direct, at a 
cost not to exceed $1000; and shall, 
within two’ years from the approval of 


this contract and ordinance, construct, 


at their own expense, such ditches, 
flumes or erect such machinery in con- 
nection with said waterworks as will 
secure to the inhabitants of said city a 
constant supply of water for domestic 
purposes, and shall construct reservoirs 
of sufficient capacity for that purpose. 
The said party of the first part, for the 
above considerations, and $1 in hand 
paid, the receipt hereor is hereby ac- 
knowledged, hereby 
agrees with the said party of the sec- 
ond part, their heirs, executors, admin- 
istrators and assigns, to deliver and 
concede to the said parties of the sec- 
ond part, their heirs, executors, admin- 
istrators or assigns, the exclusive use, 
control, possession and management of 
the Los Angeles city waterworks, so- 
called, together with all and singular, 
the pipes, flumes, wheels and other per- 
sonal property composing and apper- 
taining to said waterworks in any 
manner whatsoever, with all the rights, 
easements and privileges, and cove- 
nants as described and contained in a 
certain instrument of lease, executed by 
the Mayor and Common Council of the 
said city of Los Angeles, of date Oc- 
tober 16th, A.D. one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-five, to Jean L. San- 
sevaine, for the period of thirty years 
from the signing and approval of this 
contract and ordinance, with the right 
to sell and distribute water for domes- 
tic purposes, and to receive the rents 
and profits thereof, for their own use 
and benefit, except as herein before 
provided, hereby giving and granting 


'the said parties of the second part, 


their heirs, executors, administrators 
or assigns, the right to lay pipes in 
any and all the streets of said city, and 
make all necessary excavations for 
that purpose, and the right-of-way 
through, upon and over land or streets 
belonging to the said city of Los An- 
geles, with the additional right to take 
water from the Los Angeles River at a 
point above or near the present dam; 
provided, always, that the said parties 
of the second part, their heirs, execu- 
tors, administrators or assigns, shall 
at no time take from said river for 
the use of said waterworks more than 
ten inches of water, without the pre- 
vious consent of the Mayor and Com- 
mon Council of said city; and that they 
will, within sixty days from the date 
hereof, select the point from which 
the water will be taken from. said 
river. The said party of the first part 
hereby covenant and agree with the 
said parties of the second part, their 
heirs, executors, administrators or as- 
signs, that at the expiration of the 
period of thirty years from the exe- 
cution of this instrument, they will 
pay to the said parties of the second 
part, their heirs, executors, adminis- 
trators or assigns, the value of the 
improvements made in, about, and 

upon the said waterworks, in pursu- 
ance of this contract; the same to be 
ascertained ‘by arbitration, in case the 
parties cannot agree upon the value 
thereof, the said party of the first part, 


and the parties of the second 
part, their ‘heirs, executors, ad- 
ministrators, or assigns, to choose 
one man each, and the two 


men thus chosen to select a third man, 
and the judgment of the three men 
thus selected shall be final in the 
premises. And the said party of the 
first part hereby covenant and agree to 
make no other lease, sale, contract, 
grant. or franchise, to any person or 
persons, corporation or company for 
the sale or delivery of water to the in- 
habitants of said city for domestic 
purposes during the continuance of this 
contract, always without prejudice to 
any rights already granted. And the 
said parties of the second part, their 
heirs, ‘executors, administrators or as- 
signs, hereby covenant and agree with 
the said party of the first part that 
they will pay the sums of money at the 
time and in the manner hereinbefore 
mentioned and set forth, and cancel 
the claims hereinbefore mentioned, 
upon the signing and approval of this 
contract, and ordinance by the proper 
parties thereto; that they will make 
the improvements hereinbefore men- 
tioned and set. forth, in the following 
manner, to-wit: That they will re- 
place all the wooden pipes now belong- 
ing to said waterworks within one year 
from the signing and approving of this 
contract and ordinance, and that they 
will extend said iron pipes as fast as 
the citizens desiring to be supplied with 
water for domestic purposes will agree 
to take sufficient water to pay 10 per 
cent. per annum interest upon the cost 
of extending such pipes through the 
streets now unsupplied with . water.. 
That they will within one year from 
the date hereof place a hydrant to be 
used as a protection against: fire at 
one corner of one street at each of the 
cross streets where the pipes are now 
laid down, and will erect hydrants at 
other street corners according to the 
terms of this contract as fast as the 
pipes are extended through the streets 
of said city. That they will erect, or 
cause to be erected, an ornamental 
fountain upon the public plaza, of such 
designs as the Mayor and Common 
Council shall direct, within one year 
from the. date hereof: that they will 
furnish water for the public. schools 
and city hospitals, jails, free of charge, 
when the same are near the pipes, the 


city furnishing the necessary conduits

second part do not embrace to any ex- 
tent, or have any reference to, 
waterworks of said city used for the 
distribution of water for the purposes 
of irrigation, or affect in any manner 
any rights of irrigation, either existing 


water, as hereinbefore provided. And 
it is expressly stipulated and cove- 
nanted that said parties of the second 
part shall not dispose of any water for 
the purpose of irrigation, but shall 
only take from said river the water 
necessary for domestic purposes, as 
above specified.
